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 Because we participate in the free enterprise system,and we encourage competition, 
satellite radio has filled a large void in the choices available to the consumer. 
For the first time the public has a real choice as to the variety and selection of 
radio programming that they may listen to. Instead of the (in my opinion) inane 
blathering available on commercial radio,now the consumerhas a choice as to what 
type of programming they may listen to. Since we subscribers pay for this 
privilidge, i believe it is only fair to allow satellite radio providers the 
opportunity to better serve their constituents by providing traffic and weather 
information.To do otherwise would be to stifle competition. 
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
